Letter No. 891, dated the 19th Juno 1899, from the Government of India in the Home 
ent, asking this Government to consider the question of the redistri- 
bution of the grades and salaries of the District and Sessions J udges in Bengal, 
Letter No. 855A., dated the 18th J anuary 1900, to the Government of India in the 
Home Department, submitting a report on the subject. * 
Letter No, 918, dated the 27th June 1909, from the Government of India, Home 
Department, forwarding a copy of tho correspondence with Her Majesty’s 
Seoretary of State for India on the subject, and directing that the scheme sanc- 
tioned by the Secretary of State may be introduced as soon as the Provincial 
Revenues are in a position to bear the additional expenditure, .- 


In 1897 certain District and Sessions Judges in Bengal submitted memo- 
rials praying for the improvement of the Judicial Branch of the Indian Civil 
vice. In transmitting the memorials to the Government of India this 
Government suggested the advisability of providing a few appointments for the — 
members of the udicial Service with higher pay than that of the present first. 
grade of. District and Sessions Judges, in order to place them more on an 
equality with officers of the Executive Branch. 
2. The proposals were laid in due course before the Secretary of State, and 
he has now sanctioned the following ro-arrangement of the grades and rates of |

Note on the early cotton crop of Bengal, 1900, 


Explanatory.—This report gives the estimates of the area 
and outturn of the early cotton crop which is sown during 
the rains and is harvested in the cold weather. A forecast of 
the late cotton crop of the Province will be published in 
February next, 





2. Character of the scason.—The rainfall in July was, om — 


the whole, well distributed, and was fairly continuous over 
the greater part of the” Province. In the Burdwan and 
Chota Nagpur Divisions, however, it was much in defect, 
while in North and East Bengal it exceeded the normal. 


In August the fall was irregular y distributed, and was more _ 


or less in defect everywhere, except in Orissa and the 
adjacent districts. The fall was much more copious and 
general in September, and in the Burdwan, Presidency, and 
the Orissa Divisions it was exceptionally heavy. Rain 
early in October is said to have injured the crop in the 
Chittagong Hill Tracts, but the fall in that month was below 
the normal in most parts of the Province. Tho season was, 
taken altogether, unfavourable to this crop. 

3. Area sown.—From the annexed abstract of the district 
returns, it will be seen that the normal area under tho early 
cotton crop in this Province is 89,800 acres. .'The area 
actually sown this year is estimated at 86,200 aeres as against 
87,600 acres sown last year. The decrease is slight, and is: 
attributable to unfavourable weather at the time of sowing, ° 

4. Character of the crop.—It will be seen from the 
appended statement that out of the fifteen districts which. 
grow early cotton, only two (Ranchi and Singhbhum) have 
estimated a normal crop. Balasore, Monghyr, Manbhum, and 
Hazaribagh have returned a crop of between 90 and 100: 
per cent., while four others (Palaman, Midnapore, Bhagalpur, 
and the Sonthal Parganas) anticipate an outturn of between 80 
and 90 per cent. In the remaining five districts the estimate. 


varies between 50 and 80 per cent, Taking the Province as a - 


whole, the outturn this year promises to be much better than 
that obtained last year, and may be estimated at about 90 
per cent. as against 64 per cent. estimated in 1899, 

5. Gross outturn,—The total yield of the early cotton ero 
this year is estimated at 7,500,000 lbs. against 5,7 00,000 Ibs, 
produced last year. Tho average yield of tlie six preceding 
years amounted to 6,500,000 Ibs.
